Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant stated that claim 26, lines 1 1-12 had a typographical error 
and should read, "said depth guide being positioned on said face of said grinding disc at different locations than said 
grinidng teeth" as opposed to "...being positioned on said face of said grinding teeth at different locations..." Applicant 
stated that Bowling does not disclose/teach depth guides and that it cuts/operates with cutting along the radial face of 
the disc; while the invention is designed to cut with teeth attached to the face of the disc, thus face cutting. Applicant to 
amend claim 28 to include structure of the depth guides as they relate to the grinding disc and cutting teeth and 
operation of the disc for face cutting. Applicant to correct the typographical error in claim 26.
